Salmon oil contain twice a 
much vitamin D, the vitamin nece 
ary to prevent and cure ricket 
as does cod liver oil, until now the 
best known anti-rickets medicine 
The discovery we made by Dr 
Martha M. Eliot, of the Children’s 
bureau, Dr. E. M. Nelson, of the de 


partment of agriculture, and Dr, C 


D. Tolle, of the bureau of fisheries 

The salmon oils most valuable 
in treating rickets are those now 
discarded as waste by the salmon 
canning industry, the children’s 
bureau said. It was suggested that 
if this oil could be prepared and 


sold cheaply a new and inexpensive 
anti-rickets medicine would be pro- 
vided for children of poor families 
who usually need it most
